The bishop oi 
Kazan then asks the emperor in a louc 
voice if he is a true believer, to which he 
replies by readinjj the Lord's Prayer and 
the Apostles' Creed of the Greek church.

If there be any of you here present

Ten years passed. Horace Greeley from 


journeyman printer made his way slowly to 
partnership in a small printing office, i He 
founded the New Yorker, a weekly paper, the 
best periodical of its class in the United 
States. It brought him great credit and no 
profit. 
in 1840, when Gen. Harrison, was nomi- 
nated for tho presidency against Martin Van 
Buren, hia feelings as a politician were deeply 
Btirred,*Jaad hu started a little campaign paper 
called The Log Cabin, which was incompar- 
ably .the most spirited thing of the kind ever 
.published in the United States. 
It had a cir- 


cnlation of unprecedented extent, beginning 
with 48,000, and rising week after week until 
it reached iK),000. 
j The price, however, was so low that its great 
sale proved rather an embarrassment than a 
benefit to the proprietors, and when the cam- 
paign ended, the firm of Horace €JreeeIy&Co. 
was rather more in debt than it was when the 
first number of The Log Cabia waa issued. 


The little paper had given the editor two 


things which" go far toward Tnakiug a success 
in business—great reputation and some confi- 
dence in himself. The first penny-paper had 
been started. The New York Herald was mak- 
ing a gre.it stir. The Sun was already a profit- 
able sheet And now the idea occurred to 
Horace Greeley to start a daily paper which' 
should have "the merits of cheapness and 
abundant news, without some of the qualities 
possessed by others. 


Ke wishad-to found a cheap daily paper jthat 


should bo good and salutary, aa well as iijter- 
esting. The las't number of The Log-Cfebin 
announced the forthcoming Tribune, p|rice 
one cent. 
', • 
The editor was probably not solvent \fhen 
he conceived the scheme, and he borrowed 
$1,000 of his old friend, James Coggeshall, 
with which to buy the indispensable matetriaL 
He began with 600 subscribers, printed 5,000 
of the first number, and found it difficult to 
give them all away. The Tribune appeared on 
the day set apart in New York for the funeral 
procession in commemoration of President 
Harrison, who died a month after his inaugur- 
ation. . 
It was a chilly, dismal day in April, and all 


the town was absorbed in the imposing pa- 
geant The receipts during the first week were 
ninety-two dollars; the expenses, five hundred 
and twenty-five. 
But the little paper soon caught public at- 


tention, and the circulation increased for three 
weeks at tne rate of abont three hundred a day. 
It began its fourth week with six thousand; its 
seventh week with eleven thousand. The first 
number contained four columns ,of advertise- 
ments; the twelfth, nine columns; the hun- 
dredth, thirteen columns. 


In a word, the success of the paper was 


immediate and complete. It grew a hi tie faster 
than the machinery for producing it could be 
provided. 
Its success was due chiefly to the fact that 
the original idea of the editor waa actually car- 
ried out He aimed to produce a paper which 
should morally benefit tho public. It i was not 
always right, but it always meant to bo

THE CAPITAL, 
Tlie capital commission meets at Fargo 


to-day to vote upon a location for the 
capital of Dakota. It is fair to presume 
that the commission is now prepared to 
act wisely in this matter. They have 
visited all the bidding towns and have 
also visited a portion of me territory here- 
tofore unknown to them* viz: tlte section 
traversed by the North Pacific railroad 
lying west of the Missouri river. In an 
interview between a reporter of the St. 
Paul Dispatch and chairman Hughes, of 
the commission, that gentleman admits 
that he had always had the impression 
that the country west of tde Missouri 
was a barren waste, and that Bismarck 
was on the border of civilization. He 
found quite the contrary. The best 
growing gram seen by the commission in 
all their travels and some of the prettiest 
and thriftiest towns were seen west of 
the Missouri river. The trip over the 
North Pacific had been a succession of 
surprises. The information gained by 
this tour of inspection signifies nothing 
more than tlaat it strengthens North Da- 
kota's chance for securing the capital. 


The posihoh taken by the St. Paul 


Pioneer Press on the capital question is 
easil) understood. St. Paul fears that 
the making of Bismarck a great railroad 
center will make her a great commercial 
and wholesale point. It sees that a 
direct line of railroad from here to Chi- 
cago would shorten the distance between 
Bismarck and the city at the head of the 
lakes by 100 miles which would place 
Bismarck in a position to more than 
compete with the St. Paul merchant. 
It is upon this same ground that St. Paul 
opposes, the scheme of Fargo to get the 
Rock Island road. The fact is as long 
as the business ot the northwest pours 
thiough St. Paul she is content, but as 
soon as a move is inaugurated which is 
it-ible io result in a cutting off of some 
or St. Pnul'q trade then that city files an 
objection.

dered man, were coming to take the prisoners at 
night, and hang some o£ them'at least. He had 
ordered an extra guard to be on duty at the jail 
every night. Last night jailor J. O. Stevens, 
who is quite old, had gotten -fljty marshall Fat 
Punch to take his place. Marshal Punch and 
deputy sheriff George McCormick were keeping 
guard in tho hallway of the jail. Richard 
Farmer, James Thomas and Isaac Ramlin, arm d 
with shot gnus. Henry ritfea and pistols, wera 
stationed in a room up stairs. At one o'clock 
a. m., a mob of ICO or more on horseback en- 
tered Mount Sterling, from the direction of 
Meuefee, and rode rapidly to the jail, where 
they were reinforced by a small party on foot. 
When they advanced to tho gate of tho jail yard 
Richard Farmer, from his window above, with 
his shot gnu well leaded with buck shot in 
hand, commanded a halt, and asked who they 
were and what they wanted. "We want blood, 
and are going to havo it," wi? \ promptly re- 
sponded, and to the farther command of 
Farmer to halt, they sung out in the night air, 
' Close np boys, they won't shoot" and at the 
same moment one of the mob entered the gate- 
way. When just within the gate atiother message 
came from Farmer, but this time it was & 
leaden "one of bncsshot, which filled the leader.

'Women Armed With Clubs Compel 
Miners to Cease "Work. 


ST. Louis, May 28.—Information from the 


mining district at 8L Claire, 111., is that work 
was to be resumed to-day at BoseHill mine near 
west Belleville, but when the men were about to 
commence at 5 o'clock a band of 150 women, 
wiv«n and daughters of the strikers, marching 
woabreavtand armed with stoat clubs ap- 
peared on the Bcetse, and after some altercation 
hey compelled the men to desist and work' was 
not started. A sheriff's poa<-e were driven back 
by the women and the latter are now in pos- 
session of the mine. A detachment of militia 
are now in East 8t Lonia and a detachment will 
x sent to Hose Hill to restore order and protect 
.he men who desire to work. 


After completing their work at Hose Hill and 


caving a guard there to see that the mandate 
WES carried cut, the mob marched to Beineke's 
mine No. 1, three miles from Belleville, and be- 
ng rei' forced by a large number of strikers, 
Irove out the men working there. It is reported 
hat they tore no a railroad switch and threaten- 
ed to burn the surface works of the mine, but of 
this nothing definite is known. The mob at 
.his point is said to be increasing rapidly and 
now numbers several hundred, including about 
>ne hundred women who are the most uamanag- 
able of the crowd and are beyond control of the 
civil authorities. The sheriff has telegraphed 
:rr military aid and it is understood here that 
some of the militia at East St. Louis will be

FT. BERTHOLD AQENCF, May 29, 1883.—Dear

BISMARCK AXD THE SIISSOCAI 


RtVEB. 


S0ne of the most important factors in 


in Bismarck's growth and prosperity is 
the commerce on the Missouri river. 
Bismarck is the headquarters of the va- 
rious lines operating on the upper Mis- 
souri and during the year many thou- 
sands of dollars reach the exchequer of 
the town from this source. The busi- 
ness men of Bismarck should therefore 
realize and respect the importance of the 
river, and encourage every gmove calcu- 
lated to strengthen and enlarge our 
shipping interest. 


Dakota's delegates to congress have 


thus far failed to appreciate the irnpo'r- 
tanee of the Missouri river and have 
made but little effort to secure appropri- 
ations. All apporpriations for improv- 
ing the upper Missouri river have come 
through the delegates from Iowa and 
Montana. It is time that Dakota, to 
whom the river is of more consequence 
than either Iowa or Montana, should 
come to the front in this matter. 


It is understoad that the engineer de- 


partment of the army will soon%tablish 
at Bismarck a depot of supplies for the 
engineer corps engaged1 in improving 
the upper river^ Permanent guages 
will be put in the river and a summer 
guage placed! on one of the bridge piers, 
BO that the mariners may know at all 
times the exact stage of Water. Reports 
wi 1 also be kept of the stage of water at 
various points above, peculiarities of the 
river and other warnings to steamboat- 
men.

Mr. J. J. Durage 


in charge of the engineer corps improv- 
ing the upper Missouri under the super- 
vision of Capt. Quinn, engineer in charge 
of river improvements- above Sioux City. 


, The establishing of this depot at Bis- 
marck is of great importance to the me- 
tropolis. It is a step leading' to the pos- 
sible removal at no" distant day of the 
headquarters of the engineer corps to 
Bismarck, in which case the city would 
gain the residence of a most excellent 
and 
accomplished 
gentleman, Capt. 


Quinn. Besides, in this event Bismarck 
would be the base of supplies'for a corps 
of from seventy-five to 200 men during 
the season. 


The importance "gf more extended im- 


provements^on the upper river is appa- 
rent. Great good has already been done 
with limited and insignificant appropria- 
tions, proving beyond doubt the value 
and necessity of greater means to carry 
on the work. Every season two or three 
steamboats are wrecked by snags. With 
sufficient annual appropriations snag- 
boats could be put on and save thous- 
ands of dollars to shippers and steamboat 
owners. 


Engineer Durage, who leaves in a few 


days with a corps of ninety men for the 
upper river, is a very capable engineer, 
and with the small amount of money 
available will make marked improve- 
ments. The people of Bismarck and 
Dakota generally should take more in- 
terest in matters concerning the river.
